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Editorial Note 


When The Indian Economic Journal (IEJ) crossed in 1993 its First Forty Years of academic 
service to the economic fraternity of India and even abroad, it was decided to bring out 
an Authorwise Index of the articles, notes and reviews published in Vols 1-40 of the IEJ. - 
This was dedicated to the three founder editors of the IEJ viz C. N. Vakil, R. Balakrishna 
and B. V. Krishnamurthy and was funded by the IEA Trust for R & D. That index was very 
useful to scholars and libraries and specially to historians of economic analysis. This Index 
was edited by Dr. D. T. Lakdawala and Dr. P. R. Brahmananda. 


Just after a decade since then in 2003, the IE] has completed its First 50 Years of’ 
journey, but sadly enough, without the then Managing Editor Prof. P. R. Brahmananda, 
who has guided the IEJ till he breathed his last on 23.1.2003. Without the dedicated service 
of a scholar of his stature, the IEJ could not reach its present reputation and circulation 
(nearly 3000 per copy). It is due to the sincere efforts of the Editors / Managing Editors, the 
IEJ could be published regularly without missing a single issue in the last fifty years. It is 
only to express our gratitude to them, we dedicate this Index to the memories of Dr. D. T. 
Lakdawala and Dr. P. R. Brahmananda. 

However, the present Index is arranged as per the Contents of the volumes 1-50 of 
the IEJ. This will present before the readers a historical trend about the contents of the IEJ 
as well as about its contributors. One can note also the distinct changes that the IEJ has 
undergone over the five decades. This can also provide us a guideline about the course 
which the IEJ should adopt during its journey for the next 50 Years. If the 
members/subscribers so desire, it will be possible to prepare in future Subjectwise Index 
of the first fifty years of the IEJ and a supplement for the iast 10 years to the authorwise 
index of the first forty years published a decade ago. However we have not changed the 
basic features and styles of the contents from which the readers will get a glimpse of the 
IEJ and its special issues like The Econometric Annual, Special Numbers on General 
Economics, Monetary Economics, Industrial Economics, International Economics, 
Conference Numbers (during 1973-78) and various other special items in addition to the 
articles published in the IEJ. Such items include Felicitations, Obituaries, Book Reviews, 


Seminar/Conference Reports, Rapporteur’s Reports, Letter from the President ete which 
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appeared occasionally and sometimes for a few successive issues of the IEJ. But at the 
same time, for the sake of uniformity some editorial changes were incorporated to make 


the Index reader-friendly. 


We are thankful to the Ministry of Finance, Govt. of India, the anonymous funding 
agency and the IEA Trust for R & D for their grant to the IEJ and the advertisers. We may 
remember with gratitude on this occasion the large number of experts who extended their 
helping hands as Editors, members of the Editorial Adivisory Committee, Associate 
Editors, Assistant Editors and Special Editors to the three Founder Editors and thereafter 
to the Editors/Managing Editors Dr. D. T. Lakdwala and Dr. P. R. Brahmananda in 
particular. The present management of the IEJ is trying their best to clear the arrear of the 
IEJ issues as early as possible. We thank Dr. C. T. Kurien for his valuable help in this year 
for the publication of the Prof. P. R. Brahmananda Commemorative Number of the IEJ. I 
am personally thankful to Prof. Biswajit Chatterjee for his very timely help to finalise this 
Index in time. Special thanks are due to Prof. D. K. Das and Prof. A.D.N. Bajpai for their 
valuable cooperation at a time of crisis created by the void due to demise of Dr. P. R 
Brahmananda and thereafter as Joint Managing Editors and also to the Members of the 
Board of Advisers and Board of Editors for their kind help and assistance. Ms. Vanishree 
B. S. of IEJ office at Bangalore deserves our special thanks for her services to the IEJ. This 
Index is published as a Supplement to the IEJ Volume 50 and we expect to get it formally 
released during the IEA 86th Conference at Shivaji University, Kolhapur. Special thanks 
are due to the The Saraswati Printing Works for printing this Index in a meticulous 


manner.

Articles, Book Reviews and other contributions should be submitted in 
duplicate, double spaced typed on A4 size paper. Two copies of computer 
printout along with a floppy diskette are prefered. 

2. For Articles, the cover page should contain (i) Tile, (ii) Name(s) of 
Author(s), (iii) Professional Affiliation, (iv) Address for Correspondence 
and (v) Acknowledgements, if any. The first page of the article should 
provide the title, an abstract of the article within 200 words with key 
words and JEL classification but no identification mark anywhere in the 
text. 

3. Mathematical expressions, Figures and Charts should be presented in a 
way that will be easily printable. 

4. References in the text should give within brackets the name(s) of the 
author(s) or institution (in italics), the year of publication and page 
numbers, if possible. For example, (Brahmananda 2001, pp 101-2). . 
Details of such references must be supplied in the list of References at 
the end. 

5. Footnotes should be avoided, Such matters should be indicated 
consecutively in the text by superscript numbers and it should be 
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For example, Brahmananda, P. R. (1995), “C. N. Vakil’s Contributions to 

Economics 1920-1950”, Indian Economic Journal Vol. 42 No. 4, April-June, 

pp. 1-24. 

For Articles (in Edited Volumes) : (i). (ii), (iii) as above, (iv) Name(s) of the 

editor(s), (v) title of the volume (in italics), (vi) name of the publisher, (vii) 

place of publication, (viii) pages.
